Mr. F. H. Newell, C. E., pro-

The 
advantages of the oblong stack are that it can be made narrow, so that 
the pitcher can easily toss the sheaves to the farthest point, and it is not 
so hard to keep the centre high and the shape uniform, An oblong 
stack should not be more than four feet longagthan the rack at cither 
end,
